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PREFACE. 


Taking  especial  interest  in  collecting  the 
varieties  of  U.  S.  Cents,  and  experiencing 
consi  lerble  difficulty  in  having  no  list  for 
reference  :  1  determined  to  partially  avoid 
a  continuation  in  the  future,  by  publishing 
the  description  of  those  already  in  in}*  collec¬ 
tion,  from  1816  to  1857,  inclusive,  these  latter 
years  having  been  scarcely  mentioned  by 
writers  on  numismatics. 

Numismatist  who  collect  varieties  of  the 
copper  cents  are  comparatively  few  ;  espec¬ 
ially  is  this  so  of  those  described  in  this 
pamphlet ;  with  few  exceptions,  1839  and 
1843,  among  the  number,  no  attempt  has  been 
made  (so  far  as  1  am  aware,)  to  arrange  and 
described  them. 


PREFACE. 


I  am  well  aware  of  the  imperfections  and 
incompleteness  of  this  work;  not  having  the 
benefit  of  others  experience  in  this  depart¬ 
ment,  the  errors  and  mistakes  are  my  own. 

'The  method  of  description  will  be  easily 
understood — by  the  position  of  the  date,  curl 
of  hair  under  bust,  and  the  sixth  star  on  the 
obverse:  the  position  of  the  sixth  ;  thirteen¬ 
th  ;  fifteenth  and  twenty-third  leaves  ;  under 
the  several  letters  of  the  legend  on  the  reverse. 

Believing  this  pamphlet  to  be  of  value  for 
reference,  to  others  as  well  as  myself,  I  have 
issued  a  small  edition  (forty  copies,)  part  of 
which  I  intend  distributing  among  my  coin 
collecting  friends,  for  the  remainder — should 
anyone  desire  a  copy,  the  price  will  be  twen¬ 
ty-five  cents  each.

rriie  stars  are  numbered  from  left  to  right. 
When  the  position  of  the  sixth  star  is  not  men¬ 
tioned  it  will  be  understood  it  is  directly  op¬ 
posite  the  point  ot  band  containing  the  legend 
“LIB  E  RTY.” 

The  wreath  on  the  reverse  is  composed  of 
twenty-seven  leaves  and  thirteen  berries,  they 
are  numbered  from  left  to  right.  In  the  de¬ 
scription  the  position  of  the  point  of  the  sixth 
leaf  under  D  in  “UNITED,”  the  thirteenth 
under  the  last  S  in  “STATES,”  the  fifteenth 
under  F  in  “OF,”  the  twenty-third  under  C 
in  UAMER  1C  A”  are  usually  given.  A  dot 
appears  between  the  words  “ONE  CENT,” 
when  wanting  it  will  be  noticed.
